ENGLISH COINS. 


WILLIAM I. 1066—1087. 
WILLIAM II. 1087—r1100. 


The great changes effected by the Norman conquest 
might have been expected to have extended to the 
coinage, but this was not the case, as the money re- 
mained the same weight and fineness as that of the last 
Saxon kings, and even their types were copied. 

The coins of William I., cannot with certainty be dis- 
tinguished from those of his successor. Nos. 2 and 3 are 
generally attributed to William the Conqueror, and no. 4 
to William Rufus. Silver pennies were the only coins 
issued by these monarchs, they average 21 gers. T roy, in 
weight, and are struck in a metal consisting of 11 oz. 
2 dwts., fine silver, to 18 dwts. alloy. The following exam- 
ples will give a good idea of the currency at this period.

In the new edition of ‘‘Hawkin’s Silver coins of England,” i876, the coins. 
of this type are divided into two classes. 

A. Targe well spread coins, impressions in slight relief, five pearls in 
crown, generally two curls on right and five on left side, occasionally 
varied, but the appearance of a three-quarter face preserved. 

B. Coins rather smaller, eyes represented by pellets, or annulets: beard 
by pellets, or crescents: workmanship generally coarse, the crown being 
frequentiy a beaded line, the curls at the side of the face varying from 
five, to one, the bust appearing full faced. 


RICHARD I. (CCEUR DE LION) 1189—1199. 


The only coins of this king bearing his name, are those 
issued by his authority in France, viz., those of Aquitaine 
and Poictou, of which mints there are pennies and half- 
pence. There is little question that the coins bearing the 
name of Henry continued to be issued in England during 
the whole of his reign, though there are now no certain 
means of distinguishing those issued during the latter years 
of Henry II. from the coins of Richard I.

JOHN, 1199—1216. 


There are no coins of John yet discovered, which bear 
his name, except those struck by him as Lord, and after- 
wards as king, in Ireland. It is very well known, however, 
that coins were struck in England during the whole of his 
reign, as the records shew; and from the researches of 
the past few years, it has been discovered that the “short - 
cross” coins bearing the legend HENRICVS REX continued 
to be issued during this reign and the first years of Henry 
ee ge 

27. The pennies attributed to him are rather smaller 
than the last two issues, workmanship neat and in good 
relief, crown usually containing five, occasionally seven 
pearls ; the face long, beard formed of straight strokes, 
two, or rarely, three curls, enclosing pellets at the side of 
the face ; the letters on the reverse are sometimes linked 
together, and the A’s, C’s, and E’s on the obverse, orna- 
mented with flourishes. These coins at the present aver- 
age 1s 6d to 2s each, but will probably soon increase in 
value, being very much sought after.

HENRY IV. 1399—1412. 


Great difficulty is experienced in classifying the coins of 
the three kings bearing the name Henry, which now follow 
each other. 

During the greater portion of the reign of Henry IV. the 
weight of the coins remained the same as that of Richard 
Ij. In his 13th year he reduced the weight from 18 to 15 
grains for the penny. Any coin therefore bearing the name 
of Henry, and weighing in the proportion of 18 grains to 
the penny, belongs to Henry IV. *Groats, half-groats, 
pennies, and halfpennies exist, all being very rare. The 
following coins are those struck after the alteration in the 
_ weight, and are termed his (ght money.

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Queen Anne’s Farthings. 


Amongst the many infatuations which have possessed 
_ the people of this country, the popular error connected 
with the farthings of Queen Anne is one of the most curi- 
ous and remarkable. 

The common belief was, and is even yet with many 
persons, that only three were ever struck, and that these 
are of immense value. 

Even of those who should be better informed, many still 
labour under the idea of their great value, and at this 
present time at a money changers in the Strand may be 
seen a specimen of the common type of Anne farthing, 
labelled, “ The great rarity, the farthing of Queen Anne.” 

The origin of this idle story is unknown, one account is 
that a lady many years since, having lost an Anne farth- 
ing, which probably had, from some circumstance or 
other, great value for her, offered a large reward for its 
restoration ; another, a possessor of one of these farth- 
ings offered it for sale in a newspaper for £500; a yet 
further tale is, that an auctioneer to advertise himself, 
once offered one of these coins for sale, and nominally 
knocked it down to a bidder for £500, which of course 
getting very much talked about, served his purpose. 

Although nothing is clearly known from whence this 
error sprung, the fact remains that for a long period it 
has been in existence. In Lsferellas Letters from Eng- 
Zand, 1808, it is stated that “A man was brought before 
the magistrates charged by a soldier with having assaulted 
him on the highway, and robbed him of eight pounds, 
some silver, and a Queen Anne’s farthing. The man pro- 
tested his innocence and brought sufficient proof of it. 
Upon further investigation it was discovered that some 
pettifogging lawyer, as ignorant as he was villanous, had 
suborned the soldier to bring this accusation against an 
innocent man, in the hopes of hanging him and getting 
possession of the farthing.” 

At Dublin, 1814, an extraordinary trial took place in 
connection with one of these coins, an account of which 
appeared in The British Press newspaper, of the 14th 
February in that year, by which it appears that a man 
named George Hone received twelve months’ imprison- 
ment for stealing a Queen Anne’s farthing. And so im- 
pressed were the parties of its great value, that it was 
estimated that £700 was half the price that would be re- 
alized hv ite cale! The councel for the Crown further 
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informed the jury that only three specimens were known, 


that the die broke upon striking the third farthing ; and 
that one farthing was in the King’s Museum, the second 
in the British Museum, the third being missing, was pre- 
sumed to be the one in question. 

Parties have travelled to London from all parts of the 
country with Anne farthings, hoping to make a fortune by 
selling them, even these have been in many instances only 
jettons of the period and not farthings at all. Quite re- 
cently a manager of a bank forwarded me one of these 
common jettons thinking it a genuine farthing, and doubt- 
less of great value. Being frequently written to upon this 
subject this short account has been compiled, which with 
the illustrations, engraved from casts taken from the coins 
in the British Museum, will, it is hoped, effectually answer 
the querists. 

There are six varieties of Anne farthings, or more cor- 
rectly, eight, as will be seen below. Seven of these are 
certainly patterns, and it is doubtful whether no. 1 was 
ever a current coin, the worn condition of many specimens 
arising probably from their being carried as lucky, or 
pocket-pieces, it being a common custom to carry such in 
those days, and which is now not quite extinct.

Of the above coins, no. I is considered by collectors as 
the Anne farthing, although as before mentioned, opinions 
differ as to its ever having been a current coin. 

Patterns of these farthings exist in both gold and 
silver. 

It may be as well to notice the brass counters and 
tokens of this period, which are frequently imagined by 
their fortunate possessors to be Anne farthings, and there- 
fore of great value, to the no small annoyance of coin 
collectors and dealers, who are constantly pestered by 
the owners of these precious articles as to their worth, 
etc. 
The most common is a token of brass, sometimes of a 
whitish metal, odv. ANNA DEI GRATIA with a wretched, 
scraggy, bust of the queen. vev. four shields of arms, 
arranged crosswise, with occasionally roses between the 
shields, dated 1711. 

There is a thin token, odv. the queen’s head, vev. Bri- 
tannia seated, of the Nuremburg series, about as thick as 
a worn sixpence which also deceives many. 

The collector should further be cautioned against pur- 
chasing copies of Anne farthings produced by the electro- 
type process, which are so skilfully executed as to deceive 
any but the very wary. It is to be regretted that there 
should be persons so unprincipied as to offer them as 
genuine coins, but one or two instances of such occur- 
rences have lately come to my knowledge.
